counsel, but in the cud he still retained 
the main trunk and branches of his 
story, and came forth from the gale in 
comparatively good condition. 


Whether the discrepancies, which 


were confined to his neglect to mention 
the struggle with Grogan to the officers 
until the next day, his position in the 
henyard and the number of shots which 
were fired during the struggle, are of 
vital importance, is for the jury to de- 
cide. 
The fact remains, however, that 


no other version of the shooting except 
that told by Eastman has yet been laid 
before the jury, although the govern- 
ment has used every endeavor to show 
many inaccuracies in the story. 


Nothing that the attorney general 


could say could make Eastman waver 
In his story that the shooting was an 
accident, and that until the government 
produced the centre fire bullet he had 
always believed xhat Grogan had been 
killed with a bullet from the old rim 
fire revolver. 
He did not attempt to 


explain how Grogan might have been 
Ehot during the struggle over the cen- 
tre fire revolver, and absolutely refused 
to give the attorney general any specu- 
lation in that line. He left the stand 
after being tinder examination almost 
exactly oue full court dny. 


Interest in the trial waned" sadly af- 


ter the chief personage had finished his 
testimony, the balance of the day be- 
ing given up entirely to experts on car- 
tridges and revolvers. 
This evidence 


was produced by the defense to con- 
tradict similar evidence produced by 
the government. 
Xearly all the wit- 


nesses were from Lowell, where the de- 
fense has caused elaborate experiments 
to be made with bullets!"the carrying 
power of powder and the fracttires iu 
bones made by centre fire and rim fire 
revolvers. 


The principal witness of the afternoon 


was Manager Dlmon of the United 
Slates Cartridge company of Lowell, 
who claimed to have secretly marked 
the bullet said to have been taken from 
Grogan's body. He ss id this mark was 
cot on the bullet produced at the triaJ, 
but admitted that the bullet which he 
marked was a centre fire bullet. 


"CIRCUHS DISABLED 


Crippling of Electric JAght Service 


Attributed to StrlkinJ'IiInemen 


Boston, May 9.—The first overt act 


to be attributed to the striking electric 
linemen was perpetrated in the Brigh- 
ton district and Brookliue last night, 
when electric wires of the Brookline 
Gaslight company were cut, throwing 
some 50 or 60 lights our of commission. 
Although the act has not been definitfcly 
fixed upon the strikers, the manner in 
which the work was done plainly shows 
that it was done by an expert at the 
business. 


The circuits interfered with are the 


most isolated portions of tbo two places 
and the perpetrators 
could carry on 


thier operations readily, with but little 
fear ef detection. 


Inspectors were sent out by the com- 


pany to search for the trouble, and it 
was soon located, but iK> trace of the 
persons committing the outrage was to 
be found. The break was mended and 
men were stationed at different points 
to prevent a repetition of the act, and 
remained on duty all night. 


In the city proper there is little ue-w 


to record in connection with the strike 
The strikers are making their principal 
fight against the New England Tele- 
phoue and 'telegraph company, and in 
this directien they claim to have re- 
ceivcd most encouraging reports from 
several cities. 


They have an elaborate system of 


pickets established and every incoming 
train is watched for new men who may 
attempt to take their old places. 


Corruption In Politics 


Boston, May 9.—In an address be- 


fore the National club of Massachusetts 
last night, Dr, Leonard \V. Bacon of 
Norwich, Conn., scored both the great 
political parties in this country and de- 
nounced the present system of politics.

AN EXTENDED AGREEMENT 


LABOR TROUBLES 


tli* 


fo Include All Plain Goode Among 


the Propositions—Likelihood of a 
Radical Change In the Power and 
Scope of the Selling Committee 


Pall River, Mass., May 9,—Another 


effort ts under way to reorganize the 
selling committee, and it is now pro- 
posed to call an early meeting of the 
signers to the agreement by which it 
came into existence. 
No date for a 


meeting has been fixed, and it is likely 
that it may be necessary to call the sign- 
ers together through petition from men 
not on the advisory committee. 


It is well known that 1he defects iu 


the present system are with the methods 
of selling.n«d not with the men who 
represent the signers of the agreement. 
The selling committee, as it now stands, 
perpetuates itself in office, and the mem- 
bers of the original advisory committee 
have elected men who have consented 
to nil the various vacancies 
which 


have occurred. Some of the mill direct- 
ors think that rotation In office would 
tend to remove the trouble between 
buyers and sellers, and they hope the 
signers of the original agreement will 
meet and provide for the regular elec- 
tion of an advisory committee, they to 
elect their executive committee at their 
pleasure. 


Many of the signers wish that sotua 


man be hired on a salary or commission 
to act as Belling agent 
He would be 


independent of any set of directors in 
a single corporation, and the adoption 
of this plan would necessitate the selec- 
tion of a man who is not a mill owner. 
His acts would be in accordance with 
the instructions of the executive com- 
mittee appointed by the ad^ isory com- 
mittee, but if he thought that a quick 
sale at a concession would be advisable 
find beneficial to all interests concerned, 
he would be empowered with authority 
to make the sale. 


It is claimed that the present com- 


mittee is unwieldy because of its large 
membership, and that many times the 
action of the committee has been known 
in New 1'ork before the people of Fall 
River knew it. 
In the opinion of many 


treasurers a committee of smaller pro- 
portions, controlled by a single sale 
head, would be a great improvement. 


The selling committee does not now 


control any fancy weaves or any over 
S3 inches wide. 
Some think that an 


extended agreement, to include all plain 
goods, would be a good thing, but that 
if this were not done then rile election 
of treasurers in wide goods mills to a 
position on the advisory committee 
should be discouraged. 


Although the recent curtailment has 


not had the expected effect, it has shown 
that some of the mills represnted on the 
committee have not been wholly inter- 
ested in narrow goods, but the men from 
the mills are conceded to be good trad- 
ers and there is no indication of any at- 
tempt looking toward their resignations. 
At the Granite, Union and Border City 
mill?, about one-third of the looms are 
engaged on committee goods, and each 
mill is represented on the committee, 
while sacral of the mills that are mak- 
ing committee goods almost exclusively 
are not represented on the committee. 


Another suggestion that has been 


made is that the present work of the 
committee should be allowed to lapse 
until the stock now on hand has been 
sold and the prices reach a bottom fig- 
ure, which would form the basis of more 
active trading. Although this plan has 
not met with any marked encourage- 
ment, it is well known that several of 
the mills would like to get away from 
the committee influence. 


it is not thought that further cur- 


tailment of production will be discussed 
at the proposed meeting of the signers, 
but the matter of a new form of com- 
mittee may be left to the judgment of 
the committee. 
There is little doubt 


that the form of selling to a committee 
will still be used, and the only question 
is as to details. There have been ef- 
forts tending 
toward individuality 


among the mills, but this movement 
has as yet showa no signs of coming to 
a head, and it is probable that the more 
important movement of a selling agent 
will be the one adopted. 
:

GREAT ELECTRIC TEST. 


Street CUT* In Oakland Run by Fore- 


er Generated 140 Miles Awey, 


The longest transmission of electric 


power in the world was tested recently 
In Oakland, near San Francisco, when 
street cars were run by power gen- 
erated on the Yuba river, 140 miles 
distant, says the Chicago Record-Her« 
aid. The cable, 140 miles in length, 
Is six-tenths of an Inch in diameter 
and is of copper, with an aluminium 
alloy, which, it is thought, will pre- 
vent oxidation. It is this cable tbat 
Is suspended across the Carqulnz val- 
ley by a span of 4,400 feet and 300 feet 
in the air. 


The test Is considered one of the 


most successful in the history of elec- 
tricity, a current of 40,000 volts hav- 
ing been transmitted the entire dis- 
tance with a loss not to exceed 5 per 
cent Under that showing experts said 
that the voltage could be increased 
until there would be practically no 
loss. The current used was an alter- 
nating current, transmitted through n 
motor at the Temescai power station, 
as a voltage of 40,000 was greatly in 
excess of the power needed.

"Several prominent physicians hav? 


taken a great deal of interest in the 
idea of showing the public school teach 
ers how to detect those defects in the 
eyes of their pupils which are so fre- 
quently the causes of illness and back- 
wardness" said President O'Brien of 
the bqard of education today. "We ex- 
pect to begin the courses of lectures 
which wal! instruct the teachers in this 
sort of knowledge next fall. The lec- 
tures will probably be given volun- 
tarily by different physicians, opticians 
etc., and we hope in course of time to 
have every teacher learn these prin- 
cipleB. Tremble with the eyes is the 
cause of many kinds of illness in a 
child, such as headaches, dizziness and 
general debility. Frequently a child 
suffers for a. long time from this cause 
without the real trouble ever being sus 
pected by the teacher, the parents or 
the child itself. The neelect of such 
a trouble goes on so long sometimes 
that the child is --ermanently injured. 
Between 600 and 700 teachers will at- 
tend this course next year, 
and 
in 


time we shall get around to the whole 
staff. Deafness, of course, 
is 
more 


easily detected and 
is less liable 
to 


cause oth/>r ailments in the child than 
these eye troubles. This is an experi- 
ment that so far as we know has not 
been tried anywhere else in the world, 
but it seems to us and to medical men 
particularly a very practical idea. Our 
theory- is that the teacher shall be com- 
petent to look out for the physical as 
well as the intellectual development of 
the child. Besides, this knowledge will 
make the teachers more alert in their 
watch over the pupils if it does nothing 
else,"—New York Evening Post.

Girl Wife Ended Dispute 


With Husband by At- 


tempting Suicide 


AITEMPT WAS UNSUCCESSFUL 


But Was Followed by Threats of Self- 


Destruction, and Girl Was Taken 


to Hospital. Sensational Mar- 


riaga 
Foliowed by 


Unhappy Ending 


Mrs. 
Elvira Mango, 18 years old, 


ended a dispute with her 40-years old 
husband last evening by trying to com 
mit suicide with poison, When she 
was prevented, sh& threatened to kill 
herself at the first opportunity. Her 
attempt was made with dilute nitric 
acid", and her husband knocked the 
bottle from her hands before she had 
swallowed enough to do serious harm. 
She was then taken to tha hospital, In 
order that she might he watched to 
prevent another attempt. This after- 
noon at the hospital she seemed in) 
good spirits, and little affected by the 
poison ,she had Taken. 


The story of the marriage of the 


couple was an unusual one, and was 
told in the Transcript at the 
time. 


According .to the statements of her 
husband, tred Mango, who is a tailor 
livirtg in Houghton street, the 
gi 


whose name was Brown, often visited 
his shop and told of her unhappy life 
at home. She said that if he did not 
marry her, she would commit suicide. 
Mango, who was a widower with thred 
little children; finally consented, and 
they went to Powna! and were mar- 
ried December 22, 1899. A week later" 
she left him anti returned to her par- 
ent's. Ten months later she returned 
to him, and for some months they 
have lived together. 


After making the attempt last eve- 


ning, Mrs. Mango would say nothing 
except that she wanted to die, as her 
whole life had been unhappy. 
Her 


husbanti, however, told a 
different 


story- He said that she had been ill 
for a week or so, but was getting bet- 
ter. Yesterday a man from Pittsfield, 
whom she said was her cousin, visited 
her, 
staying some time, Mr. Mango 


welcoming him in the belief that they 
were cousins. 
After he went Mrs. 


Mango admitted that the man was not 
her cousin, but a man she used to 
know and love. A dispute followed, in 
which Mango said his 
wife would 


have to leave him, at which she seized 
a bottle of the nitric acid, and at- 
tempted 
to 
swallow 
it. 
Mango 


knocked the bottle from her hand, and 
ran for Dr. E. E. Hussell, who found 
that the poison had done little harm. 


Mango said today that he 
would 


never take his wife back again. He 
said she had had the poison in the 
house for some time, although he did 
not know what it was, and that she 
had threatened to kill herself before 
now.

THE NEW ATHLETIC BUILDING 


Plans for New Structure. Contract Let 


and Work Soon to Begin 


The city council having voted 
in 


favor of allowing the building of the 
athletic building which Irving D. Cur- 
tis petitlonted for permission to erect 
In the rear of the Hoosac savings 
bank, wore on the structure will be>- 
gin at once. The contract has been 
let to Bresnahan & Phillips, and the 
building will be made ready f-Jr use as 
quickly as possible. The building will 
be one of the best arranged and equip 
ped of this kind ini this part of the 
state. 


It will he a two story wooden struc- 


ture with metal sheathing, fflS by 35 
feet in size. The entrance will be at 
the south end of the building, next to 
the bank bloc'n. 


The first floor will contain, a waiting 


room 17% by 26 feet, with closets, etc. 
From this room a door will lead to tha 
five public alleys and through a slid- 
ing door will be an entrance to a. 
private alley. The latter is so ar- 
ranged that in ease its use does not 
warrant its continuance, the partition 
may be^easlly moved back and 
the 


alley be made public. 


The alleys will all be built on stone 


piers and will be regulation size, with 
low runways, level with the alley. The 
pits will be four 
feet 
each, 
with 


modern* cushions and mats and the 
pins and halls will all be new. In the 
rear of the pits will be a 6 by 35 foot 
store room, which m-ay be used by the 
boys, who tend the pins. Each alley 
will be 60 feet long from the head pin 
to the foul line. The alleys will be 
lighted by skylights and the building 
will be wired for electric lights. 


From the waiting room -leading to 


the second floor will be a wide stair- 
way and at the south end will be a 
pool antd billiard room 40 by 35 feet, 
This will contain all new tables and 
will be handsomely fitted with carpets 
and modern billiard room 
furniture. 


A shooting range will also bo on the 
second floor, which will be 60 feet long 
and extend the entire length of the 
upper floor from the billiard room. It 
will be 10 feet wide arid have up-to- 
date targets and rifles. 


Mr. Curtis expects to have the new 


building ready in the fall and he will 
arrange for some kind of a special 
opening. 
There is much interest in 


these indoor sports and that he will 
make a success of his venture Is ex- 
pected.

KEENE'S BULLISH TALK? 


Price* WtU Continue to Appreciate, 


Say* tbe Financier. 


James R. Keene, the noted stock op- 


erator, predicts higher prices and a big- 
ger market than at present obtain. His 
reaaons for these views are given In a 
statement issued by him the other fore- 
noon, says the New York Evening 
World. 


"The reaction yesterday (May 3) was 


quite logical," he said, "because excess- 
ive speculation by the general public, 
had given rather a toppling character 
to the accounts of customers in bro-' 
kers" offices. The decline has been an 
advantage, because it has made the sit- 
up ion healthier and more secure. The 
liquidation of general accounts places 
the market in a position of much great- 
er strength. 


"All the existing conditions, either In 


respect of exports, crop news or inter- 
nal business, are most favorable. The 
cancellation, 
of 
railroad 
securities 


through purchases by the four or five 
great trunk line systems of the stocks 
of weaker roads makes the available 
supply of stocks for speculation, scarcer 
every day. 


"I have the strongest belief that the 


situation Is one of increasing strength 
and that prices have moved up to meet 
new conditions of better net earnings, 
which consolidations have made not 
only possible, but actually operative to 
an extent far beyond any view which 
the public has. 


"The net earnings of railroads and 


other industrial enterprises, as a result 
of these agreements and combinations, 
have been tremendously increased, and 
securities, which must always be gaug- 
ed by the net returns of money, have 
enormously improved ia value. 


"Net earnings are telling the story of 


Wall street valuations and Wall street 
speculations. Economies, due to the ab- 
sence of irrational competition, are mat- 
ing far greater net results every day in 
the year. Railroads which for years past 
have suffered from excessive competi- 
tion are now controlled by wiser and 
more conciliatory counsels. The result 
of all this is that prices have appreci- 
ated and should appreciate in the fu- 
ture."

cious freight, is delivered safely into

Trust Mujjnatc Claims United Statca 


Can Solve Every Trade Problem. 
A correspondent of the New York 


Journal spent a day recently talking 
with the two greatest business men of 
America, who are almost buried put of 
sight of the great world in the little 
Alpine town of Alx-les-Bains. 
They 


are J. Pierpont Morgan and Andrew 
Carnegie, the man of gifts, who tower 
above their fellows like the lofty Alps 
that rise around that town. 


Everywhere that Morgan and Car- 


negie go—for they are almost insepar- 
able—visitors and peasants alike point 
them out, follow their footsteps, listen 
for words that may drop from their 
lips, for they are maturing great plans. 


Though Morgan protests lie is in Aix- 


les-Bains for his health, nevertheless 
he is continuously working on schemes. 
He had a long conference with Car- 
negie the other day. Morgan values 
Carnegie's now disinterested counsel, 
and, lest they be seen too frequently, 
together, sometimes they stealthily 
meet at the baths. 


On business topics Mr. Morgan had 


this to say: 


"The United States can solve every 


commercial problem if we give it time. 
The country can supply all the mar- 
kets of the world. We need carrying 
power. The country has not anything 
like enough carrying power for its 
products. 
A commercial 
coalition 


against the United States by European 
countries is not possible. There are 
too many conflicting1 interests. 
We 


can do without luxuries; they cannot 
do without necessities. We have en- 
tered upon an era of unprecedented 
prosperity." 


KRUGERCOMINGJO AMERICA 


Official Announcement of Hln Inten- 


tion Made In Wmhington. 


It is the present Intention cf Paul 


Kruger to visit the United States in 
the autumn. 
This information was 


conveyed to Acting Secretary of State 
Hill some time ago by Montagu 
White, the sgent of the South African 
Republic, says n Washington special to 
the New York Times. Mr. White did 
not, 
however, make any inquiries 


about the nature of the reception 
which Mr. Kruger would receive, uor 
did he attempt to make any arrange- 
ments for having the Boor statesman 
received In an official capacity. 
He 


eimply made tbe announcement of Mr. 
Kruger's Sntenti'Hi. 


Whether Mr. liruger will maks any 


attempt to ascertain the nature of his 
reception before he leaves Europe is 
not known. It is reasonably sure, how- 
ever, that he will come to the United 
States whether arrangements to receive 
him are made or not and even that ho 
will come here if be should know Jn 
Bdvance that be will not receive official 


In the first place, every division su- 


perintendent and practically every em- 
ployee over which the presidential 
train passed on the flrst and the next 
night was notified days in advance of 
its coming. ' The exact minute of Its 
departure and a carefully arranged 
schedule of its arrival at and departure 
from every station on the line were sent 
out to every station agent and section 
hand. Beginning several hours before 
the train was due every foot of the 
track was carefully patrolled by keen 
eyed men who felt the responsibility 
which rested upon them. If President 
McKInley had sat up in the observa- 
tion car attached to the train, he migat 
have seen at intervals of a few minutes 
and all night long the yellow lights of 
the lanterns of the sleepless sentinels 
who were to guard his safety and as- 
sure Ilia convenience. 
Practically it 


might almost be said that tbe train 
passed between two lines of watc-imen, 
so close are they together and so care- 
ful is their watch. 


Nor does railroad vigilance stop 


there. That, in fact, is only the begin 
ning. All day and all night long a pi- 
lot engine runs a little in advance of 
the presidential train to make sure thai 
nothing has been overlooked which 
could by any human possibility endan- 
ger Its safety. Close behind the presi- 
dential train is usually sent a second 
engine, so that it Is closely guarded be- 
fore, behind and on both sides. Still 
other precautions are taken. 
Every 


station agent is notified that on the 
night or the day when tbe train bear- 
Ing the president is to pass his station 
he must be continuously on duty. He 
may not leave the responsibility to his 
subordinates. He must personally at- 
tend to the arrangement of the propei 
signals and see to it with his own eyes 
that everything possible is done to for- 
ward tbe train with speed and safety. 
It may pass his little backwoods sta- 
tion at 60 miles an hour, but he must 
stay on duty and watch and wait until 
it flashes by in the night, and, with a 
sigh of relief, he can call up the next 
station on the wire and announce that 
the president's train has gone by, and 
the weight has been lifted from his 
shoulders. 


When the train left Washington, 


there were three instead of two men m 
the cab. One of them was the engi- 
neer. He was carefully selected as the 
best man on the division. The second 
man was the fireman. The third was 
the master of transportation. He sat 
in the cab alongside the engineer, and 
the eyes of both were centered on the 
twin lines of rail before them. 
They 


were watching to make sure that none 
of their subordinates had made a mis- 
take and to be certain that nothing lay 
Jn the way of the presidential train. 
When the train passed from one divi- 
sion to the nest, the transportation 
manager left the train and made way 
for the man who was responsible over 
the next division. 


Back in one of the cars of the train 


other official passengers had an anx- 
ious ride. Whoever covers the entire 
15,000 miles of the journey might ob- 
serve at least 30 different men sitting 
perhaps !n a seat In the smoking car, 
with slouch hats pulled over their eyes, 
keeping careful track of every incident 
of the trip. They are the division su- 
perintendents, each of them with the 
entire burden and responsibility of the 
presidential train on his shoulders until 
It passes snfely beyond the limits of bia 
territory. When such aannecting points 
are reached, the observer, it* he walked 
out on the platform, would be likely to 
hear a conversation like this: 


"Hello, Ed." 
"Hello, Bill." 
"Every ihlcg O.K.?* 
"Yes; thank God." 
"How's 20?" 
"Waiting at Cedarville." 


. "Wish me the same luck. 
Good 


night." 


Then the train would pull out at 40 


miles an hour, and another man would 
take the place in the smoking car just 
vacated by the sleepy eyed man who 
has left the train at the division termi- 
nus. 


When a train carrying a king or em- 


peror loaves one of the great capitals 
of Europe, it Is always possible to stop 
every other wheel on the line and leave 
the track perfectly free Cor the passage 
of the imocrSal s-pecinl. 
But in the 


United Sta^s the :»viSroad manaeor u»'.s 
also the problem of running the regu- 
lar passenger trains and keeping 
freight trains movlnjj with as lit^e de- 
lay as possible. This greatly compli- 
cates the problem. As a matter of fact 
few freight trains run on the regular 
schedules when the presidential train 
Is moving its wheels, and the traffic 
manager has troubles of bis own for a 
day or two after it has passed. Every 
train dispatcher on eaob division 
knows that the special hna passed for 
fr-vernl days by the complaints which 
come in from shippers of perishable 


•»« oven U official nn'tla* -—— i»-i- 


&g. It is his hard tnek to see that ev- 
erybody is kept satisfied, even while 
the demands of tib* presidential train 
are compiled with. It is safe to say 
that traffic will be entirely upset on 
every road which is traversed by the 
train for at least 48 hours. 


These same train dispatchers and 


their assistants have In charge* the dif- 
ficult task of keeping the president and 
his movable cabinet In constant com- 
munication with Washington. Tele- 
grams in the obscure presidential ci- 
pher may be thrown from the train at 
the most out of the way station, and 
there must always ^oe on duty there a 
man capable of handling the work ta 
an intelligent way. A mistake made 
by a nlghr operator ut Spodunk might 
possibly result In ,-fe -Jp.teniational diffi- 
culty. The- responsibility which every 
man connected with one of the roads 
over which the train will pass may 
therefore be imagined.

Famed For Acoustic Feature*—WhU- 


p*r» Can Be Heard From Certain 
Foiat* Sot Audible to Tboie Be- 
tween—Government Expedition to 
Study Hairmllan Flih*rie», 
The capitol guides have filed a pro- 


test with the architect of the capital 
•gainst reroofing Statuary ball on the 
ground that such action will destroy, 
the echoes, which are such an Im- 
portant part of their stock In trade, 
•writes the "Washington correspondent 
of the New York World, Every cno 
who has been through the capitol la 
familiar with the "echo stones" In 
Statuary halL The hall Is probably 
the most famous as well as the most 
perfect whispering gallery In exist- 
ence. To a person standing on a cer- 
tain stone In the floor the voice of an- 
other person standing on another cer- 
tain stone will seem to come from In 
front when It comes from the rear, to 
come from behind when it comes from 
the side and, In fact, to come from al- 
most anywhere except from the place 
where the speaker is standing. 


The arch, the wall and the columns 


make a sort of groove which acts as a 
perfect speaking tube, and persons can 
talk to each other across the hall with- 
out any one In between overhearing 
them. Of course the stones themselves 
have nothing to do with the echoes, 
which are caused by the curvature of 
the roof. 


The last session of congress made an 


appropriation for a new roof for the 
supreme court chamber and for Statu- 
ary hall, and the old wooden roofs are 
to be replaced with fireproof coverings 
of steeL In order that the acoustic 
properties of the hall may be main- 
tained as nearly as possible the most 
careful measurements have been tak- 
en, and an effort will be made to put 
on the new roof as nearly like the pres- 
ent one as possible. But the altera- 
tion of a fraction of an inch will 
change the echoes, If It does not de- 
stroy them altogether. In spite of the 
care of the architect and the workmen 
It is probable the famous echoes will 
disappear. 


In compliance with a resolution ot 


congress the Hon. George If. Bowers, 
United States commissioner of fish and 
fisheries, is arranging to send an expe- 
dition to the Hawaiian Islands to 
make a comprehensive study of the 
fishes and other aquatic resources of 
those islands, says the New York 
Sun's Washington representative.

The work of the party for the pres- 


ent summer as mapped out will be a 
thorough study of the quantity and 
quality of the commercial and shore 
fishes, mollusks, crustaceans and other 
aquatic animals and plants. Atten- 
tion will be given to the actual and 
relative food values and commercial 
Importance of the 
different species, 


their migrations, spawning time and 
place, food, feeding habits, enemies, 
maximum and average size and other 
facts regarding the fisheries. 


Drs. Jordan and Evermann will sail 


for Honolulu on May 29 au^ remain 
until September, when they will re- 
turn to America and submit a prelim- 
inary report to Commissioner Bowers. 


i Subsequently they will return to Hon- 


olulu with the Albatross, which will 
have completed Its trip to Alaska, and 
will then make a study of the daep wa- 


' ter fauna of the islands.
